"In a region where four out of 
Ave farmers are almost hopelessly 
in debt — living tod*/ on tomorrow's 
uncertain crop— great iniative in 
crop diversification cannot be ex- 
pected. The spirit is willing but 
the mortgage forbids." 

This is hardly just to the South 
ern planter. While it is true that 
he stakes much of the future on 
his cotton crop, he is not hopelessly 
in debt and is not living today on 
tomorrow's uncertain crop. Neither 
is he wholly mortgaged, nor mort 
gaged to the extent that he is under 
the thumb of King Cotton, the so 
called despot. 

The farmer of the South today is 
ready to try the experiment of i 
diversified crop, and can do it with 
out imperiling hs future.
